Trying to remember 
whether you need to bring 
your plastic or paper recy- 
clables to the curb in the 
morning, will no longer be an 
issue for Niagara residents in 
March of next year. 

Last Thursday, regional 
council approved entering into 
a seven-year contract with 
Emterra Environmental for 
garbage and recycling pick up 
across the region and a $3.9 
million per year savings is 
expected. 

As part of a strategy to 
achieve an estimated 55 per 
cent waste diversion and pro¬ 
vision of services, the first year 
of the contract has been priced 
at $16,550,866 not including 
tax. Over seven years, the 
Niagara Region expects the 
total cost to be $122,821,183.

Hudak visits hometown to address health care issues

Tim Hudak continues to 
voice his concern over the 
Liberal government's model 
ofhealthcare, saying that ifhe 
is elected premier in the next 
election, toe Fort Erie com¬ 
munity will have its 24-hour 
emergency room returned. 

On Thursday, toe leader of 
toe official opposition and 
Fort Erie native addressed a 
crowd of about 60 on toe font 
lawn of toe Niagara Health 
System's Douglas Memorial 
Hospital, which was convert¬ 
ed into an urgent care centre 
in September last year. 

"Having grown up here and 


having been bom at Douglas 
Memorial Hospital, I can say 
with absolute certainty that 
toe hospital you see behind 
me is toe heart and soul of our 
community," said Hudak. 

In 2006, toe provincial gov¬ 
ernment and toe ministry of 
health and long-term care 
created 14 Local Health 
Integration Network (LHIN)s, 
non-profit organizations 
designed to work with com¬ 
munities and local health 
providers to determine serv¬ 
ice priorities. Hudak feels toe 
LHINs have not done this, 
saying a new structure for toe 
delivery of health care servic¬ 
es needs to be implemented. 

"There is nothing local 
about toe LHINs," he said. 

"Fort Erie families living 
under toe constant threat of 
frontline health care cuts 
deserve better from their gov¬ 
ernment.

cracy. Dalton McGuinty's 
LHIN model is broken and 
has to go." 

In his comments at toe site 
on Bertie Street, Hudak point¬ 
ed out that toe number of 
people making $100,000 a 
year or more at toe Hamilton 
Niagara Haldimand Brant 
LHIN has doubled to six indi¬ 
viduals since its inception 
four years ago. Since2006,toe 
LHIN's chief executive officer 
has been given $53,000 in 
wage increases, for a salary of 
$289,000 per year. 

"In total, $13 million in 
health care dollars has been 
diverted from front-line 
patient care for administra¬ 
tion costs at toe LHIN, who 
don't spend a single minute in 
front-line health care, helping 
patients," he said.
